convenient forthat rarpoſe, TY, The (aid Count and 
the Counſellours, ſhall take ſpeciall care to procurethe 
common quiet, of all the ſuabjeXs to the ate of the 
Vnited Provinces th XC, whether they be ſuch as are 
imployedin any publike offices, or ſachas follow-their 
owne peculiar negotiationsz They ſhall be carcfult 'to 
reAific all abuſes, neglets or diſorders, which have 
privily creptin already, and what ever clſc may be X 
diſcovered hercaftcx,. to be againſt the good of the 
Countrey andthe Inhabirantstherc, following the in- 
ſtructions, rules and ordinances, concluded of in this 
preſent Senate, and the Cuſtomes already uled in rhe 
Countrey, provided alwaycs, That they thwartnor the 
private inſtructions, now given to our Counſellers of 
(tate. V.The ſaid Count ſhall abſolatdy difpoſe of all 
Militaric offices, & charges which ſhal be vacant,while 
the Army isin the field, even to the Enſigne incluſive, 
che under offices remaining in the diſpoſition & dona- 
tion of the Crpmiccatuafong office ſhall fall, while? 
the ſouldiers be in garriſon,then the (aid Counſellnnrs 
hall have the nomination of three -perſons, out of 
whichthe Count ſhall chooſe one, except that when 
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there ſhall be an cleRion of a Capraine, Lieutenant, or 
Enſigne, by reaſon of aplace vacant, their votes ſhall 
not bee.piven at randome, to dlect ſtrangers to that 
Companic, but they ſhall be bound to proceed accor- 
ding ty the cuſtome of the countrey. 

VI. All publike officesboth by Sea and Land, ſhall 
be diſpoſed of by the ſaid Count,and the Privie Coun- 
ſcllours joyntly ; orin the abſcnce of the ſaid Count, 
( the affaires of State admitting no delay ) by the faid 
Counſellours onely : except onely the othce of Vice« 
Admirall, which it it happento be vacant, cither. by the 
deecaſe, or diſiniſſion ofthe Anteccflour, ſhall be gi. 
venby the Count alone, with the approbation and al. 
lowance of the ninetcenc ; and that upon the treatie 
formerly ordered, or to be ordered afterwards in the 
Aflembly of the nincteene, V IL The (aid Count ſhall 
have no.-power to erc any new ofbces, to the charge 
of the ſaid Company, whetherthey be Militarie, Po- 
liticke, or Maritine ; norſhall He augmertthe ordina- 
ry Salarie: of any Officers, which are thercalready; 
without the advice and over-{ight of the ſaid nineteen, 
except it bee by the ordinaric preferment of the pers 
ſons, froman inferiour,toa ſuperiour otfice, according 
to the: militaric ordinances. V11I, Nevertheleſle: as 
concerning the Brazilians, and Intabitants of thc 
Countrey, it ſhall be tree for the Count, and the ſayd 
CLE torewardthem after their awne diſcre< 
tions, according to their ſeverall unployments ; Provi- 
dedalwaycs, that itbedone to the remarkeable advan- 
tage of the Company, and not contrary to the cuſtomes 
now uſed. Laſtly, the ſayd Count ſhall doe all things, 
whicha Governour, Captaine. and Admirall ought, 
aodisto doe, And yet the Company reſerveth to ir 
{clfe, the donation of the 'places of Privie Counſel- 
lours, ordinary Magiſtzates , and charges of that condi. 
tion, 
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tion, which ſhall receiue their Commufſfionsandiinſtru- 
Rionsin the Nerher-lands, Notwithſtanding the fayd 
Cuunt ſhall have power to diſpoſe of the high Milita- 
ry Offices, by the conſent and approbation ofthe nine- 
tecnc : Andin caſc, that if it happen, thatore, or more 
of the nineteene Counfellours of State ſhall deceaſe, 
then the ſayd Count ſhall have power to take unto

By theſe conditions , the Count was bound to 
the Company, and that obligation af his to them, re- 
quircd anether from them to him, and that was cou- 
chedintheſethree following Articles, 

I. The {aid Companies ſhal at their own proper char- 
ges'inaintaine one Miniſter, one Dotor of phylicke,, 


and one Secretary for the Count ; and pay to cach of the Couur, 


his houſhold ſervants for- ſalarie, which 1s allowedto 
cach of his life guard, II. The Company ſtall give 
him for his equipage, and furniture for this expediti- 
on 6000, liuers, which is 600. pounds ſterling, and 
15 00, lincrs monethly,beſides diet for himſelfe and his 
rctinew, which two lalt allowances ſhall then begin to 
be duc, as ſoone as he 18 imbarqued for the journey. 
ITI, As foone as the Countſhall arrive at Brazill hee 
ſhall have two out of hundred, which the people un- 
der that Government, ſhallgaire from the enemy, by 
land or watcr in the extent of that dominion, afloone 
as the prize ſhall be. valewed, according tothe Milita- 
rice ordinances, and the order hitherto uſed in thar 
Country. Tothe performance of all whichConditions, 
ſtipulations, and promiſes, the ſaid Count was bound 
to the eſt-1nd4ian Companie, and they agae reci- 
procally to him forthe ſpace of five yeares, to begin 
at his arrivall thither, and his beginning of the executi--

1 5,26. ( taking with him 
I $09. Land-men) he putto Sea withthe Ships, Z «t- 
pren, Farnambuck , the Naſaw,the eAdam and Eve, 
the reſt of the Fleete being to follow hum withthe firt 
faire wind.
